The war was brought vitally 
nearer to the minds of Strathmore 
people when the annouucemeat was 
made that a man from Strathmore 
had died on the field of battle. } 

The brave soldier, Sergt. Arthur | 
Wilkins, whose photugraph we) 
publish above, was engaged with a| 
number of his comrades of the) 
Third Battalion of the Coldstream 
Guards, in digging an advanced | 
trench, at the hour of two on the| 
morning of February 2, The Ger-) 
mans observed them, and opened a 
heavy fire, killing and wounding a 
number of the Coldstreams, among 
the killed being Sergt. Wilkins. | 
He was wounded in the head and 
stomach, and lived but ten minutes. 
The sad intimation was received on 
Sa'urday by his parents in a letter 
trom one of bis comrades, which | 
is published herewith. | 

Sergeant Wilkins, who was only 
26 years of age, and the only son of 
hi» parents, Mr and Mrs T, Wilkins, 
Strathmore, was born in Somerset, 
England, and joined the Army at 
the age of 18.

The Nuisance Ground 


Last week-end the town has 
been busy discussing certain pro- 
ceedings in Court arising out of 


‘by-law 30 of the Town’s ordin- 


ances, 

On Friday Edward Peterson 
was charg d before Messrs, Lam- 
bert and Vickery, J. P. for creat- 
ing a nuisance by allowing filthy 
matter to run on land viz: the 
roadway outside the nuisance 
ground within the town, con- 
tary to by-law 30, section 9 of the 
Lown of Strathmore. 

Me IT. M. Wears, Barrister, ap- 
peared tor Peterson, and, as a 
Preliminary objection, moved 
that Mr Lambert being a mem- 
ber of the Town Council was wor, 
in the circumstances, a proper 
person to sitin judgment on the 
case. To this Mr Lambert ua 
murred, but stated that he would 
take legal advice on the point. 
The Case was accordingly 
adjourned tll Saturday, when 
Mr Lambert appeared and stated 
that, all things co sidered, he 
had decided to take no part in the 
proceedings, whereupon Mr 
Vickery, as asingle justice, took 
the case. 

Mr Wears again appeared for 
Peterson, and Mr J]. J. Petrie, 
Barrister, appeared for the other 
side. Asked by Mr Wears as to 
who was prosecuting Mr Petiie 
replied **The town and Mr Smith 
personally, 20th.” 

Che prosecutor led evidence 
from Mr Chase, Constable james, 
and Constable Smith, to. the 
effect that liquid sewage had 
found its way from the nuis- 
ance ground tothe side of road 
alongside it. On behalf of the 
defendant evidence from Mr 
Schultz and Mr Snj;der went to 
shew that the nuisance ground 
was so covered with heaps of 
manure from one foot in height 
upwards that it was impossible to 
Obtain admittance to the ground 
for any distance beyond the en- 
trance. The defendant, on his 
own behalf, gave evidence to the 
like effect. 

In addressing the Court on be- 
half of the defendant, Mr Wears 
argued that the defendant had 
committed no offence known to 
law, in respect that the by-law 
did not apply once the sewage 
water was within the nuisance 
ground, and that it fell to the 
custodiers of the ground to give 
it attention there. On the other 
hand Mr Petrie argued that the 
defendant was liable for creating 
a nuisance, and the Magistrate 
so found and imposed a fine of 


$5 00 on the detendant 
with costs, An appeal to the 
Supreme Court was intimated, 


and we await developments.

His letters published in 
our columns several times, have 
made light of the difficulties that he 
and his comrades were under. And 
now he is dead, and nothing re- 
mains but his memory. 

With his parents, who have lost 
their only son, the sympathies of all 
will go out, There are many sor- 
rowing hearts throughout the world 
to-day, and these who have not 
been so directly affected should do 
what they can to afford them relief 
and consolation, 

Regrettable as the loss of life is, 
it is incumbent upon us to see that 
the struggle is carried to a success- 
ful conclusion, If the war results 
in anything but a complete victory 
for the Allies, the sacrifice ot lives 
will have been all in vain, and the 
curse of militarism will still desecrate 
the earth.
